They have a million troops in 
Manchu ku o, and another million 
or more in occu pied China. They 
are in control of a wealth of or­ 
ganized resou rces. It wou ld be a 
terrific job to conqu er them by 
arms and drive them into the 
sea. Yet we may have to do ex ­ 
actly that.

Blood Coagulation 
Blood coagu.ation was another 
of th# technical difficulties the 
early students could not overcome. 
It was solved when the nature of 
b lood coagulation was understood, 
and anti-coagulants which could 
b e added to b lood and prevent co­ 
agulation. such as sodium citrate, 
were discovered.

But the most important techni­ 
cal difficulty was overcome when 
it was found that people had dif­ 
ferent types of b lood. If the b lood 
of a person of incompatib le type is 
given to another, one of two un­ 
favorab le things may happen — 
the red b lood cells of the recipient 
will agglutinate or gather togeth­ 
er in clumps, or they may dissolve.

These phenomena are called ag­ 
glutination 
and 
hemolysis. 
In 
practice it has not b een found that 
hemolysis is of serious enough 
consequence to b e considered, b ut 
agglutination is. 
Type A b lood 
will agglutinate the red cells of
